TOWN OF RUTLAND 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

The town Board of Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to inform 
town residents of what has gone on in the year 1990. 

The Finard/Zamias regional shopping mall recently received the green light 
to begin construction from the Army Corp of Engineers. As many of you may 
know, both the Town of Rutland and the City of Rutland worked cooperatively 
for several years backing the mall proposal. 

The proposed shopping mall would act as a great boost to the Rutland re- 
gion’s economy. Several hundred construction jobs would be created at a time 
when the local economy has slowed down. 

The Rutland Mall also received good news in 1990, when the State Environ- 
mental Board voted to approve the proposed expansion. However, the mall de- 
velopers must still receive a road access permit before construction can begin 
on the proposed addition. 

Extensive excavation work was done on the proposed mall site in 1990 and 
the south branch of Tenny Brook has been successfully rerouted into a new 
stream channel. 

The developers of the Green Mountain Plaza also received Act 250 approval 
in 1990 to construct a proposed addition. 

The Board of Selectmen adopted two speed limit ordinances in 1990, which 
means most town roads are now posted for 35 mph speed. Some town roads 
have been posted for a 25 mph speed. 

The board would like to acknowledge the commendable job done by the Rut- 
land County Sheriff’s Department, enforcing the town’s speed limit ordinance 
and for performing general patrol duties in 1990. 

The Board of Selectmen in cooperation with Vermont Independent Haulers 
began a recycling program at the town landfill in 1990. We would like to thank 
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all town residents participating in the recycling program. Every item deposited 
in the recycling program means less solid waste filling up our landfill. 

Due to the fact the City of Rutland has been unresponsive to requests from 
the Town of Rutland to discuss renegotiating the water contract, the Board of 
Selectmen have begun a water exploration study. 

It is hoped the town will discover significant quantities and sufficient water 
quality to develop a municipal well, somewhere in the southeast corner of the 
town. 

To date, the town has hired the engineering firm of, Dufresne-Henry, to work 
with the town in this water exploration project. Several possible locations have 
been ranked and it is expected the town will negotiate with the effected land- 
owner to perform well boring test sometime in 1991. 

This water source is intended to augment or possibly replace the City water 
which is currently being purchased in the south end of town. There are no plans 
to develop a town wide municipal water system. 

The Board of Selectmen continue to be hopeful the City of Rutland will sit 
down with the town at the water negotiating table. 

The Town of Rutland wants to work cooperatively with other towns in the 
Rutland region. However, there has been little cooperation from our neighbors 
and the Town of Rutland it seems is always blamed for non-cooperation. 

We wish to change this image and instead be accepted by our neighbors as 
an equal. This board wants to cooperate, but the towns in the region need to 
understand that it isn’t always Rutland Town that is at fault, any more than 
the City of Rutland is always at fault. 

The Board of Selectmen feel a real need to build bridges of understanding 
and cooperation between Rutland Town and its neighbors, instead of talking 
of building highway bypasses. 

At this time the Board of Selectmen would like to cite the excellent work per- 
formed in 1990 by the Planning Commission, the Recreation commission and 
the town’s representative to the Rutland Regional Planning Commission. 

The recreation commission provided town residents with another good year 
of sports activities for our youth and the town planning commission continues 
to review subdivision proposals to ensure compliance with town regulations. 

The board would like to give special thanks to the members of the Town By- 
pass Committee, which keeps the board informed as to activities of those in- 
side and outside the town who want to build a bypass in our town. 

Your board will continue to fight attempts to build a bypass in the town, un- 
less the road were to begin at the location where the bypass ends, and were 
to go east either to the Clarendon or Mendon Line. 

In closing, we would like to hear from you, the citizens of the town, as to your 
thoughts on issues you feel to be important to the town. Please contact the

RUTLAND TOWN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORT 

We, as Members of the Rutland Town Board of School Directors, would like 
to thank the residents of Rutland Town for their support over this past year. A 
number of the programs and plans which began last year have been success- 
fully carried over and implemented during the past 12 months. 

Following approval of the budget in March of 1990, construction was com- 
menced and completed on the “Open Wing Project”. As a result, our class- 
rooms in the Open Wing have now been converted into individual classrooms. 
The effect has been quieter rooms and a more efficient heating and ventilation 
system. The educational benefits to our children have been greatly enhanced 
by the physical changes in the building. 

In addition to the Open Wing, a new computer room has also been constructed 
and is located within a portion of the library/resource room. The combination 
of the computers and word processing programs in close proximity to the re- 
source materials in the library makes it possible for students and teachers to 
work more effectively on research projects and reports. 

As part of last year’s approved budget, the Rutland Town School was able to 
implement a new reading curriculum in the primary grades. Seven Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($7,500.00) was spent on a new series of textbooks which 
the School Board, Administration and Staff firmly believe will enhance the read- 
ing program at the school. We are hopeful that in the years to come we will also 
be able to expand this reading program as well as concentrating on strength- 
ening other areas of the curriculum such as mathematics and science. 

This past fall, Rutland Town, in cooperation with Mendon, Ira, Chittenden, 
West Rutland and Proctor, completed the first phase of the feasibility study 
which is investigating the possibilities for a regional high school servicing the 
committee member communities. Dr. George Collins from Connecticut did a 
thorough and in depth investigation and filed his report which is currently being 
circulated and reviewed by the school boards and selectmen of the committee 
member towns. We are hopeful that during the upcoming weeks and months 
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there will be public forums to share the information which has been gathered 
and to engage in further discussion about the need for a regional high school. 
This preliminary feasibility study indicates that there is a sufficient student 
population among the committee member towns to support the high school; 
and, preliminary economic evaluations indicate that despite a substantial ini- 
tial investment the project would be self-supporting and would actually save 
tax dollars within several years. Combining with the ultimate tax savings would 
also be the advantage of having input and control over the curriculum and qual- 
ity of education which our students would be receiving. Under our present tui- 
tion program, we find ourselves in a somewhat disadvantaged position due to 
the fact that despite spending substantial sums to surrounding high schools 
for annual tuitions, Rutland Town residents and parents do not have any for- 
mal means to participate in formatting the educational programs of these high 
schools. The concept of a regional high school would ideally provide Rutland 
Town with the potential to have “the best of both worlds” in terms of both in- 
put into the educational process as well as fiscal responsibilities. It should 
also be noted that the State of Vermont has reviewed the preliminary reports 
of Dr. Collins and has provided us with specific encouragement in moving for- 
ward with the project. 

Getting back to the elementary school, we are pleased to report that during 
the past year we contracted with Seward’s Sales and Service for new bus serv- 
ice to our children. An additional bus run has allowed the administration to 
better coordinate the school day to avoid the loss of classroom time and, with 
a number of new bus equipment, we feel that the safety of our children has also 
been improved. 

We are likewise very pleased to report that Rutland Town sponsored five schol- 
arships for graduating students who are futhering their education. The stu- 
dents receiving scholarships were Tara Abrahamovich, Stasu Bizzaro, Stacy 
Carpenter, Victoria Couture and Allison Maxfield. We congratulate these fine 
students and wish them the best in their college career. 

Over the past year, there have also been changes in the membership of the 
Rutland Town Board of School Directors. Joan Fingon retired last March and 
we wish to publicly acknowledge her fine input and devotion to the School 
Board. Michael Shahan was elected to fill Mrs. Fingon’s seat and his qualifi- 
cations and strong business background are an enhancement to the Board. 
Most recently, we were saddened by the loss of Nancy Brooks as a Member of 
the School Board. For health reasons, Nancy was required to resign after hav- 
ing served both as a Member and Chairperson of the Board. Nancy’s concern 
for the students, her unselfish donation of time and effort together with her 
recent approach to problem solving will be greatly missed. Mrs. Nancy Stein 
has been appointed by the Selectmen to complete the remaining term of Nancy 
Brooks and Mrs. Stein has been diligently working on matters of budget and 
curriculum. She has proven to be an asset to the Board. We welcome Michael 
and Nancy and look forward to working with them in the months to come. 

John Dilts, Director of Student Education Services for the Rutland Central 
Supervisory Union, resigned his post last fall for another employment oppor- 
tunity. We wish to thank Mr. Dilts for his fine service. Jean Cotroneo has now 
moved in to direct Student Education Services and is doing a fine job. At our 
own school, Patricia Trapeni and Jeff Colomb have joined our staff as an indi- 
vidual aide and head custodian respectively. We are pleased to have them on 
board. 

In addition to the support which we have received from Town residents, the 
Office of the Superintendent, Administration and Staff, we would also like to 
acknowledge the financial contribution of Central Vermont Public Service in 
connection with the purchase and installation of a new heating control sys- 
tem. We are optimistic that this new control system will allow us to maintain 
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peak efficiency of our heating plant and that within a very short period of time 
the system will help realize the savings of substantial dollars in terms of en- 
ergy costs. 

Finally, we would encourage Town residents to attend our Board meetings 
which are regularly held on the first and third Tuesday of each month. Your in- 
put is greatly appreciated and allows Members of the Board of School Direc- 
tors to make more informed decisions on issues which are of great importance 
to the children of our Town. In the upcoming months, we will be addressing 
such matters as curriculum enhancement, plant maintenance, sewage treat- 
ment facilities servicing the school as well as teacher contract negotiations. 

Again, we thank you for your support and look forward to a productive new 
year.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1989/90 SCHOOL YEAR 

Improving student academic performance continues to be the highest prior- 
ity for the Rutland Central Supervisory Union. Proctor, Rutland Town and West 
Rutland School Boards, administrators, and teachers have worked coopera- 
tively during the 1989/90 school year to implement and refine the K-12 curricu- 
lum in reading, writing, math, science, health, art, music, computer education 
and physical education. 

In the Spring of 1990, students in grades 3, 5, and 7 were given a math test 
based upon the local math curriculum. The results established a base for the 
evaluation of the math curriculum on a year to year basis. The writing curricu- 
lum was also assessed in the Spring of 1990. Students in grades 4, 6, and 9 were 
asked to write on a topic within a given time frame. The papers were scored 
using the same system that is used to score SAT writing samples. Plans are 
presently being made to share the results of these assessments with each 
community during a School Report Day in early 1991. 

In support of the curriculum development efforts, each school as well as the 
supervisory union has been involved in a number of professional development 
activities. Learning how to be a better teacher and administrator is an ongo- 
ing process. Current educational research has challenged many of the tradi- 
tional beliefs about how children learn. The best way to learn is by doing. Hands 
on activities, supported by readings and continued practice, are proving to be 
the most effective way for students to learn. All of our teacher and adminis- 
trator training activities are designed to promote student learning through ac- 
tive involvement rather than passive listening. 

To assure that our curriculum development efforts will meet the needs of 
students in the year 2000, the Rutland Central Supervisory Union has estab- 
lished a partnership with the New England Telephone Company. During the 
summer of 1990, a team of teachers, administrators, and New England Tele- 
phone personnel met for two days to identify the essential skills that graduat- 
ing students will need to be successful in the business world of the 90’s. Pres- 
ently, this list is being refined by the team and will be shared with each com- 
munity as part of the School Report Day mentioned earlier. 

Business Report 

During the past year a major project of the business office has been the con- 
solidation of the property/liability insurance. By putting the property, liability, 
and auto insurance coverage out to bid as a single package for the entire su- 
pervisory union, we realized an approximate savings of $14,000 and increased 
coverage. This will also allow better management of insurance coverages in 
the future. 

The refinement of the accounting system for the entire supervisory union is 
an ongoing project. This year we have added the capability of the schools to 
produce purchase orders on the central computer by use of a modem. This re- 
duces paperwork and allows for immediate accounting of all purchases. 

Carroll Brooks, bookkeeper for the West Rutland district, left to operate his 
own asbestos abatement company. He has been replaced by Sylvia Curtis. 

The Boards, superintendent, business office, and school administrators have 
worked hard over the past year to provide each community meaningful infor- 
mation about their local budgets. The support for the 1990/91 school budgets 
in each community was greatly appreciated. 

Student Educational Serices Report 

This promises to be an exciting and challenging year in special education. 
With the enactment of ACT 230, significant changes will be made in the way 
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services are provided to students with diverse learning needs. ACT 230, an act 
relating to reforms in special education, will emphasize the development of a 
"comprehensive system of educational services that will result in all students 
succeeding in the regular classroom, to the maximum extent possible”. 

The major issues addressed in ACT 230 include, revised eligibility standards 
for special education, new evaluation requirements, the formation of instruc- 
tional support teams, inservice training grants and early education. State grant 
money may now be used to provide support to students who require compen- 
satory and remedial services in addition to those in need of special education. 
The Division of Special Education has been renamed the Division of Instruc- 
tional Support Systems. All of this has resulted in the first major revisions of 
the State Board rules since 1982. 

In an effort to come into compliance with ACT 230, the Rutland Central Su- 
pervisory Union has been actively engaged in a number of projects to meet the 
July 1, 1991 deadline. Each of the district schools have developed and imple- 
mented instructional support teams, the purpose of which is to assist teachers 
in serving all children through team planning, collaboration, instructional re- 
sources, behavioral intervention and accommodations. Part of this process 
includes the development of policy and procedures by each district school 
board that describes the functions of the teams. 

In order for the instructional support teams to be effective, there must be an 
ongoing in-service training plan for the training of teachers and administrators 
in collaboration strategies, interventions and team procedures. There will be 
training grant monies available from the State through fiscal year 1995. A grant 
proposal was submitted by RCSU in December of 1990, however, the districts 
have already been very active in providing training experiences to the individ- 
ual school teams and to the teachers. The ongoing training for this year will 
include 1 credit courses available through UVM and through the supervisory 
union, as well as a portion of the March in-service day being devoted to ACT 
230 with an emphasis on inclusion. 

One of the positive outcomes from ACT 230 has been the development of 
our new alternative school for at-risk students, grades 6 through 9. The school, 
located in West Rutland, will be open to all eligible students in the Rutland 
Central Supervisory Union. At this time program is limited to 10 students. The 
purpose of this program, which began on January 21, 1991, is to create an edu- 
cational and social environment which will provide stability and increase self- 
esteem and personal growth in a stimulating learning atmosphere. The em- 
phasis will be on developing a positive attitude, interpersonal relationships 
and responsibility to self and community and will reach the students through 
academic, social and physical experiences.

We can best service the needs of all the students by the sharing of 
ideas, talents, and resources which are found in each school district.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

RUTLAND TOWN REPRESENTATIVE MERRITT L. THOMAS 

The Vermont Legislature convened January 9, 1991 in the State House at 
Montpelier. The session will cover 1991 and 1992. The first session will last 
about four months and will be adjourned January 1, 1992. 

Until recently, there was one session held every two years. Because of re- 
curring problems that need to be dealt with yearly, it was decided to split the 
session into two parts, to be held the first few months of each year in more or 
less equal periods of time. 

One issue that seems to recur annually is the Solid Waste problem. Existing 
law makes it very difficult to site or locate landfills. On July 2, 1992, all land- 
fills that are not lined or certified by the State must be closed. At this time very 
few of the 45 publicly-owned landfills will be able to meet their obligations by 
the deadline. 

Governor Richard Snelling has outlined very adequately our tight fiscal con- 
dition. Additional taxes must be raised and a tight rein put on spending to get 
the State out of the financial bind in which it now finds itself. Level funding for 
most programs will be the order of the day. However, this is not easy as infla- 
tionary pressures actually mean a cut and work hardships on human services 
such as fuel assistance etc. Vermont is a very small State with few people and 
must recognize its limitations. 

The good news is the leadership from both parties is working together to- 
ward a common goal of responsible spending and minimum tax increases. Ver- 
mont stands 24 in rate of income and ranks 3rd in welfare payments. This will 
have to be adjusted. 

A bill which would make “payments in lieu of taxes” (PILOT) to towns hosting 
State buildings and lands is now being discussed. This means that the State 
would reimburse towns for property taxes not paid in towns where State prop- 
erty is located. This points up the pressure that the property tax puts on local 
citizens and the difficulty many towns are having meeting their expenses. 

I attended a public hearing held in the State House having to do with differ- 
ent methods of raising taxes. There were twenty-two people who offered testi- 
mony. Most people favored an increase in the sales tax of 1 % but backed away 
from a graduated income tax on the grounds that it would encourage people 
to take up residency in another State.

This 
coming year the Recreation Commission has decided to try three sessions of 
swimming lessons, each lasting three weeks. This will not only allow for every 
child to take at least one session, but will also increase the lesson programs 
by two weeks. 

Our baseball program was also extremely successful. This was primarily a 
result of the dedicated work provided by our coaches. We wish to thank them 
sincerely for all their unselfish devotion to the youth of our Town. In the com- 
ing year we plan to add another team in order to provide each child the maxi- 
mum benefit of playing this sport. 

Other programs sponsored by the Recreation Commission included a soc- 
cer program for Grades K-4. In addition, the soccer program for the older chil- 
dren in Grades 5 and 6 was taken over from the School by the Recreation Com- 
mission. The soccer program, since its inception, has been overwhelmingly 
received. Once again, the devotion of our coaches is what has made this pro- 
gram. 

For the first year, the Recreation Commission sponsored a football clinic. 
In this program, high school students and their coaches provided football in- 
struction to the youth of our Town. We plan to run this program again during 
the late summer. 

The Recreation Commission is continually searching for ways to expand 
with little or no cost, our programs, in the hope that one day we may have a 
year around Recreation program.

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RUTLAND FREE LIBRARY 
Annual Report, 1989-90 

TO THE CITIZENS OF RUTLAND TOWN, AND THEIR ELECTED 

REPRESENTATIVES: 

In the last twelve months the library completed a $1 million dollar construc- 
tion project, moved books and services twice, operated in a temporary store- 
front location, added reference computers, was awarded a $100,000 federal 
grant for construction, obtained a $30,000 gift for a business collection, was 
awarded a state grant for children’s services, received national attention for 
literacy efforts, received over $2,000 in programming grants, brought in two 
nationally known speakers and learned that the community’s use of books 
was the highest in the state. 

This list of achievements is particularly exciting because in every case the 
accomplishment represents the efforts of a solid partnership: with town and 
city officials, with hundreds of volunteers, with civic-minded business people, 
with Friends of the Library, with other non-profit agencies, with a community 
committed to making things happen. 

Dominating the year’s events was the construction project. Funded by a 
$950,000 voter-approved bond and a $100,000 federal grant, the city-owned 
building was expanded by 6500 square feet, had a four-stop elevator installed, 
and energy-efficient heat plant and air circulation system put in, and wiring 
replaced. Asbestos was also removed from the basement at city expense. 

During this same period library services and 25% of the books were moved 
by volunteers and inmates with donated equipment to the Rutland Shopping 
Plaza, where the library stayed rent-free for the winter. Despite cramped quar- 
ters and two massive moves, all library services but one continued and year- 
end circulation figures indicate that the number of books checked out month- 
for-month this year was 95% of last year’s totals, which were the highest in 
the state. Downtime for relocation both fall and spring was a total of 12 weeks. 

State and national recognition came to the library through two other ave- 
nues. The children’s department received the coveted Smith grant for estab- 
lishing a playgroup and a circulating collection of developmental toys; and 
the six books published through last year’s literacy grant received national re- 
views and a spotlight at the first international literacy coalition conference. 

As their contribution to the expanded library, town residents increased their 
annual support. Significant gifts included $500 from Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mitchell, 
$1000 from the Windham Foundation, $500 from Bunbury, $500 from GE, $5000 
write-off on electric work from CVPS and $1000 for a film projector from the 
Lion’s Club. 

The Friends of the Library raised $9000 through an author luncheon with 
New York Times’ columnist Tom Wicker, a book sale and other events for the 
purchase of computers and peripherals which will enable a significant up- 
grade in services. 

And most recently, Metromail Corporation announced a $30,000 gift to the 
library for the development of a business collection which will be used for ref- 
erence and circulating books, database services, business-related programs 
and booklists. 

The library has been able to take advantage of many opportunities because 
of community involvement, a very hard-working staff and a board willing to 
take risks. With an improved building, an emerging partnership with local busi- 
nesses and the Metromail funding for the support of those businesses it seems 
like a good beginning to the decade ahead.

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RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

1990 was, once again, a very eventful year at the Rutland Regional Planning 
Commission. The year began with a major debate in the Vermont Legislature 
over Act 200, Vermont’s recently enacted sweeping growth management law. 
That debate resulted in significant modifications to the law which effects the 
relationship between our town’s planning process and the Rutland Regional 
Planning Commission. 

Prior to Act 200, the primary role of regional planning commissions around 
the state had been to provide technical assistance and advice to municipali- 
ties in the preparation of town plans, zoning and subdivision bylaws and other 
planning initiatives. Although regional plans were developed, their use in reg- 
ulatory proceedings was most often over-shadowed by the local or town plan. 
As we all know, the prescriptions for future land use and development that are 
contained within the town plan, have many far-reaching effects upon a com- 
munity and individuals within that community. Although town plans are only 
advisory at the local level (until their provisions are incorporated into zoning 
or subdivision regulations), town plans are given the "force of law” in Act 250. 
In order to receive a permit, an applicant must show that the project is in con- 
formance with the town plan in addition to meeting several other criteria. A 
town plan is adopted by the legislative body of a municipality usually upon the 
recommendations of the planning commission after public hearing. 

The earlier version of Act 200 brought about a radical shift in this land use 
decision-making authority. In essence the new law transferred the authority 
away from locally elected legislative bodies and locally appointed planning 
commissions by vesting increased authority in regional planning commissions. 
This transfer of authority was accomplished by providing that town plans would 
not have standing in Act 250 unless they were “approved” by the regional plan- 
ning commission and that, in cases of a conflict between a town plan and the 
regional plan, the regional plan would supersede the town plan in a project de- 
termined to be of “substantial regional impact”. 

In early 1990, the Vermont legislature modified the law so that town plans 
will continue to have standing in Act 250 regardless of whether or not they have 
been “approved” by the regional planning commission. However, the legisla- 
ture did not change the Act 200 provision which provides that the regional plan 
will supersede a local plan in projects of substantial regional impact. Although 
a significant degree of land use decision-making authority has reverted back 
to the local level by removing the requirement of regional commission “ap- 
proval” of a town plan for Act 250 standing, the regional planning commission 
has retained its newly vested authority of developing a regional plan which 
will, by the new law, definitely supersede a town plan in cases of conflict (be- 
tween the town plan and the regional plan) which involve a project of substan- 
tial regional impact. Further Act 200, requires regional planning commissions 
to “define" the term “substantial regional impact”. 

As a result of its new mandate under Act 200, the Rutland Regional Planning 
Commission has begun the task of preparing a new regional plan and of de- 
veloping a definition of the term “substantial regional impact”. It appears that 
many of the commissioners on the regional commission are in favor of strong 
citizen involvement in the development of the new regional plan and tend to 
support the concept that serious consideration should be given to land use 
decisions made at the local level as reflected in the various town plans. The 
staff at the regional commission has developed a citizen involvement process 
which has divided the Rutland Region into a series of sub-regions. The sub- 
regional groups have been meeting and developing ideas for the content of 
the new regional plan.

Another committee at the regional commission has been working on a defi- 
nition of the term, “substantial regional impact”. Some regional commissions 
around the state have developed a very broad definition of this term so that in 
those regions, the regional plan will prevail in many instances over the town 
plans in those regions. At this point, it appears that the committee in our re- 
gion is opting for definitions that are relatively more conservative and would 
result in the regional plan superseding town plans in cases where the projects 
were more easily recognizable of true “substantial regional impact”. 

Both of these issues, however, are not yet resolved and both will impact Rut- 
land Town in a very significant way since we have a very active growing com- 
munity. It is critical, therefore, that town residents become involved in the reso- 
lution of these issues. The new regional plan along with the definition of “sub- 
stantial regional impact” will very likely have a bearing on the future Rutland 
Town. Unfortunately, other than for the activity of the sub-regional groups, 
there is little public participation in the regional planning commission meet- 
ings. It is anticipated that there will be several public assemblies in regard to 
the new regional plan and it is hoped that all town residents will come forward 
to express their ideas and opinions on the issues involving Rutland Town’s 
future. 

Perhaps one of the most pressing issues facing our community is the pro- 
posed Rutland Bypass. The policy position advocated by the regional plan on 
this issue will, undoubtedly, effect the actions that will be taken by the Vermont 
Agency of Transportation in terms of planning transportation improvements. 
At the present time, the sub-regional group for the Rutland City— Rutland Town 
area is debating the issues involved with the bypass and the Route 4 and Route 
7 improvements. The attempt is to arrive at appropriate policy positions for 
incorporation into the new regional plan. 

Last year's report indicated that further study of the bypass was not immi- 
nent since the Vermont Agency of Transportation had identified the improve- 
ments to Route 4 and Route 7 as the priority items for funding in the agency’s 
plan. However, intensive lobbying by several interests in the Rutland region 
resulted in an amendment to the agency’s plans which requires that an Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement (EIS) be conducted. Although this process has 
not yet begun, it appears that within the next year or so, the study will likely 
be initiated. Federal Law requires that an EIS be performed prior to the con- 
struction of major highway improvements. The study is performed under fed- 
eral regulation and is monitored by the Federal Highway Administration. It is 
important to note that the study must re-examine all of the “feasible” routes 
that have been previously studied and any other “feasible” routes for a bypass 
of Rutland. In addition, to an assessment of environmental impacts, the study 
is required to consider a myriad of other impacts such as social, historical, etc. 
Those town residents who hold a view on one route or another route or on the 
need for the bypass, in general, will be provided notice and urged to attend 
public meetings. The EIS process contains a strong community involvement 
element which will contribute to the ultimate findings and recommendations 
of the study.

PLANNING COMMISSION 

The town planning commission accomplished a great deal in 1990. The town 
planning commission reviewed and approved a total of fifteen subdivisions in 
1990. 

The fifteen subdivisions created a total of forty-eight single family home 
building lots. The planning commission also approved several commercial sub- 
divisions. 

The planning commission spent considerable time and effort reviewing each 
subdivision to ensure compliance with the town subdivision regulations. The 
planning commission met a total of twenty-five times in 1990. 

As you may recall, the year 1989 saw the rejection of Town Plan by the Rut- 
land Regional Planning Commission. The town hired a professional planning 
consultant in 1990 to work with the town planning commission to rewrite the 
rejected town plan. 

It is expected the town plan will be revised and resubmitted to the Regional 
Planning Commission sometime in late 1991. 

Several commercial development proposals, which were reviewed and sup- 
ported by the town planning commission, received Act 250 approval in 1990. 

After years of planning and months in the state permitting process, the Road- 
side Chapel received an Act 250 permit to build a church on the Town Line Road. 
The owners of the Green Mountain Plaza also received an Act 250 permit to 
expand the existing plaza. 

The Green Mountain Plaza developers and the town planning commission 
believe the proposed improvement will considerably dress-up the aged com- 
mercial plaza. 

Perhaps the biggest commercial development news of 1990 was the Act 250 
and State Environmental Board approval of the proposed Finard-Zamias Re- 
gional Shopping Center. 
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The town planning commission met several times over the past four years 
with developers Damian Zamias and William Finard regarding town approval 
and support of the proposed regional shopping center. Construction is set to 
begin on the regional shopping center the summer of 1991. 

The year 1990 also saw the State Environmental Board approve the Act 250 
permit for the Great Rutland Mall. Although the Juster Development Company 
broke ground in 1990 for the construction of a new stream channel and miti- 
gation pond, it is prohibited from starting construction on the mall addition 
until the District #1 Environmental Commission issues a road access permit. 

Also receiving Act 250 approval in 1990 was a Level III Care Facility, to be 
built in the Heritage Hill development. The care facility and associated Con- 
gregate Care facility will provide various levels of medical care to its residents. 

I would like to take this opportunity to invite town residents to attend plan- 
ning commission meetings, which are held every first and third Thursday of the 
month. The commission meets at the Municipal Building in Center Rutland at 
7:00 PM. 

I would like to thank fellow commissioners: Israel Mac, Vice Chairman; An- 
thony Belock, Clerk; J. Barry Burke, William Matteson, Richard Hoenes Sr., 
Christopher Oakman, George Livak, and Robert Wilson for their dedication to 
town planning and all their hard work.

ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 

One of every eight Vermonters has some type of disability. The Vermont Cen- 
ter for Independent Living (VCIL) is a grass roots organization that was founded 
in 1979 and is now incorporated as a private not-for-profit 501(c)(3) organization 
with a volunteer Board of Directors. The ambitious state-wide mission of VCIL 
is to assist Vermonters with disabilities to develop the resources necessary to 
achieve self determined and independent lifestyles. 

VCIL operates six programs. The Information and Referral Program is Ver- 
mont’s most comprehensive centralized source of information on virtually any 
disability related topic and includes a computerized database of adaptive equip- 
ment. Trained information specialists research and respond to inquiries usu- 
ally the same day. Books, videotapes and audio tapes are mailed to borrowers 
throughout the state. Information specialists also conduct intake interviews 
that result in referrals to other VCIL programs or to other agencies and organ- 
izations as may be appropriate to serve the needs of the person requesting as- 
sistance on a disability issue. 

The Housing Program provides information and referral services and techni- 
cal assistance relating to housing and accessibility design. Housing staff mem- 
bers also administer the Home Access Project (HAP) that provides up to $2,000 
to low income elderly or disabled Vermonters for the purchase of materials for 
accessibility modifications to their homes. Assistance with modification de- 
signs, leverage of additional funding, organization of volunteer labor and coor- 
dination and monitoring of the construction process are also provided. 

The Peer Counseling Program provides support on a one-to-one basis to as- 
sist individuals with disabilities to achieve self help objectives and learn inde- 
pendent living skills. The Deaf Independence Program employs deaf counselors 
to help deaf peers achieve the same goals. Services for these two programs in- 
clude advocacy assistance, counseling and support, information and referral 
and skills training. Funds are also available through VCIL’s Purchased Services 
and Goods Program to assist qualified individuals in obtaining attendant care 
or purchasing adaptive equipment and to enable peers to make transportation 
and housing accessibility modifications. 

The Community Advocacy Program identifies accessibility, work, housing 
and legislative issues of interest to Vermonters with disabilities. These issues 
are then brought to the attention of community action groups or approached 
directly by members of the VCIL staff. 

In FY ’90, staff members of the Information and Referral and Housing Pro- 
grams responded to 1,675 reauests for information and/or assistance state- 
wide. The Home Access Project received 102 applications for assistance with 
home accessibility modifications during the year. Fifty-six HAP projects total- 
ing $57,802 were completed during FY '90; the average HAP award was $1,032. 
Counselors in the Peer Counseling and Deaf Independence Programs provided 
3,948 hours of service to 388 peers with disabilities. A total of $66,398 in fund- 
ing was allocated to individuals in the Purchased Services and Goods Program 
statewide during the year. There were 59 individuals active in this program during 
the year, making the average allocation $1,125. Staff of the Community Advocacy 
Program made 492 advocacy contacts in FY '90. Community Advocacy efforts 
were instrumental in making some significant statewide legislative changes af- 
fecting Vermonters with disabilities this year. 

In FY ’90, 159 requests for information or assistance were received by staff 
members of the Information and Referral and Housing Programs from individu- 
als in Rutland County. Eight applications from individuals in Rutland County 
were received by HAP; seven of these projects were fully completed during FY 
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’90. Thirty-eight individuals received 328 hours of service from the Peer Counsel- 
ing and Deaf Independence Programs in FY ’90. Twelve individuals in Rutland 
County received services from the Purchased Services and Goods Program. The 
Community Advocacy Program made 19 advocacy contacts in Rutland County. 

Currently, there are waiting lists for many of VCIL’s programs. Town alloca- 
tions are an important component of VCIL’s budget. Individual, town and county 
support is of vital importance if VCIL is to serve those Vermonters with disabili- 
ties who need, but are not currently receiving, assistance. VCIL hopes to estab- 
lish satellite centers in other sections of Vermont in the near future. Your vote 
in support of VCIL brings that organization closer to that goal.

Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

This agency expects to spend $26,822 to provide services needed by elder 
residents in your community during the current fiscal year. 

The following information describes services that we provided to elders in 
your community during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990: 

Senior Meals 

Site: Cheney Hill 

Schedule: Tuesdays 

1239 congregate meals were served to 47 elders residing in your com- 
munity. 

1746 meals were delivered to the home of 11 elders who were home- 
bound and unable to come to the mealsite. This service is sometimes 
called “Meals on Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

36 older persons received assistance through this important program. Ad- 
vocate staff helped elders fill out application forms and worked to resolve any 
problems related to receipt of benefit programs or other assistance. Guidance 
was also provided to persons having questions or problems related to health 
insurance claims or medical service payments. Advocates also helped elders 
file Vermont tax rebate claims and provided assistance with fuel program ap- 
plication. 

Other Services 

The following list outlines some of the other services we made available to 
elders in your area either directly or through contract: 

• Long Term Care Ombudsman: This individual was available to provide 
assistance to residents of nursing and residential care homes in our re- 
gion. She helped elders or, if appropriate, family members to sort out in- 
formation concerning financial assistance and other concerns related 
to long term care. 

• Information and Referral: Our agency maintained an up-to-date listing of 
programs and services available to elders. Older persons were able to get 
this information by either calling our l&R line or by visiting our agency. 

• Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly: Funding was provided by our agency 
to help pay for the services of an attorney whose role was to focus on 
legal issues affecting older persons. This attorney worked out of the 
Vermont Legal Aid Office in Rutland. 

• Essential Transportation: Through agency arrangement, a limited num- 
ber of elders were provided rides to medical appointments or to do es- 
sential shopping. Volunteer drivers received reimbursement from our 
agency for mileage costs incurred in providing this assistance. 
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BENNINGTON-RUTLAND OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL, INC. 

For over 25 years, BROC has been providing services to the disadvantaged res- 
idents of Rutland Town by providing a wide range of services designed to “help 
people help themselves." Case Management, information and referral, emergency 
financial assistance, weatherization and budget counseling are a very small 
sampling of the activities this Agency offers in assisting lower income residents of 
Rutland Town to achieve their personal goals and increase their self-sufficiency. 

BROC is continuing to fight the causes of poverty not only in your commu- 
nity but County wide as well. There are over a dozen programs and projects 
run by BROC such as family support, financial assistance, emergency food 
shelves, energy related home repair, commodity distribution, home rehabilita- 
tion, and maintenance of perpetually affordable housing. It is this Agency’s 
belief that each time BROC improves the quality of life for one Rutland Town 
resident, the quality of life for the whole community is improved. 

In an effort to meet the requests of Rutland Town residents, BROC has ex- 
pended $5,495.32 in services in the Town (City) of Rutland Town in the 1989-90 
fiscal year. 

In the face of increasing demands for BROC services and decreasing funds 
for human services, BROC truly needs your support. BROC is requesting that 
the voters of the Town (City) of Rutland Town continue to support their fellow 
residents with a donation to BROC of $785.00.

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MARBLE VALLEY REGIONAL TRANSIT DISTRICT 
“THE BUS” 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District, generally known as “The Bus" is ap- 
proaching their 15th year of operation. M.V.R.T.D. is the largest non-urban pub- 
lic transit system in the State of Vermont. It provides transportation to the Gen- 
eral public in Rutland County, as well as to several Social and Human Services 
agencies. M.V.R.T.D. increases self-sufficiency for the elderly, infirmed, handi- 
capped and is vital for those who need transportation. M.V.R.T.D. has become 
a valued asset to the communities it serves. System ridership has increased 
noticeably over last year’s 125,000 rides (49,000 rides furnished to special 
needs people alone). Approximately 305,000 vehicle miles accumulated an- 
nually on the fleet of 23 general transit buses, most of which are lift equipped. 

In the past year M.V.R.T.D. has experienced enormous growth and develop- 
ment, including a computerized data base system and computerized vehicle 
maintenance. Capital replacement and expansion of the fleet has included the 
order of a new 33 passenger, handicapped accessible, air conditioned general 
transit bus and delivery of five handicapped accessible, air conditioned mini- 
buses. 

Financing these major investments has been accomplished through the gen- 
eration of grants obtained from the State and the Federal Government leaving 
community participation at less than 20% of actual cost. Through efficient 
management and a trained professional staff of 23 full time employees and 
over 60 volunteers, M.V.R.T.D. has reduced costs to the taxpayer. Free rides 
have been offered on the third day of each month. 

In a recent review of all Vermont Public Transportation agencies conducted 
by Lloyd Robinson and Associates, Incorporated for the Vermont Agency of 
Transportation, the following finding was made of MVRTD: “You should note 
that your system is SUPERIOR in most respects when compared with other 
systems in Vermont AND around the COUNTRY.” 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District is actively working with area regional 
planners, developers, and legislative members to coordinate transportation 
needs in Rutland County as well as throughout the state. MVRTD’s coordina- 
tion and involvement efforts on a Statewide level were realized this year when 
Governor Kunin signed Transporation Bill S.50 into law. MVRTD, working with 
the Vermont Public Transportation Association spent the last 2Vi years en- 
suring that this bill became a law. 

M.V.R.T.D.’s free transportation service to the Medicaid and Reach-Up eli- 
gible has increased from last year’s 14,500 rides to over 18,000 this year, main- 
taining our status as the second largest Medicaid transportation provider in 
the State of Vermont. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy supplies, environmental issues, 
traffic congestion, and high costs of road construction, public transit is be- 
coming increasingly valuable. We appreciate the financial and moral support 
of the elected officials and taxpayers of our municipalities that guarantee 
Marble Valley Regional Transit District’s continuance.

REPORT ON TOWN TRANSPORTATION 


TO THE NORTH: 

We cover Post Road three (3) times daily picking up and returning Town school 
children. This gives access to transportation at three different times during a 
day to all streets near and connecting to this area. 

We also cover North Grove Street, Mill Village and East Pittsford Road and all 
connecting streets within this given area. This is covered five times a day, three 
times by the above, and twice by the RMH bus coming and going into Brandon. 
The last two trips also cover Corn Hill Road. 

TO THE EAST: 

We cover this area from upper Woodstock Avenue to the Town Line Road. We 
cover the entire length of the Town Line Road, coming out at Killington Avenue 
all the way back to Stratton Road. This gives access to Conner Drive, Heather 
Lane, Crossman Drive and many other streets twice a day. This route covers 
Susan Lane and other streets coming into Killington Avenue. Eighteen trips 
to and from the Mall are also covered. 

TO THE SOUTH: 

In this area, we cover Stratton Road connecting to Cold River Road and all 
streets and roads joining — such as Perkins Road and upper Curtis Avenue, 
Quality Lane, the Adele Stanley Apartment complex and all businesses located 
on Route 7 South. We have a bus that runs to Danby twice daily which covers 
Rutland Town beyond Ames, Holiday Inn, Grossman’s and others on Route 7 
South. This bus also covers Route 7 South into the City. We also go to Ames 
and Howard Johnson upon request during the hours of 7:00 AM to 5:30 PM. 

TO THE WEST: 

In this area, we have a bus that makes trips to Proctor four times daily. We 
cover the old East Proctor Road and all connecting streets and roads, as well 
as West Proctor Road, all of Route 4 West from West Proctor Road to the City. 
On return trips, we turn at Gawet's and cover Barrett Hill and this route also 
provides transportation for Flory Heights residents. 

We cover the Creek Road to the College of St Joseph. We do this four times 
daily with the Proctor runs and twice a day with the Castleton runs. We service 
the PEANUT GALLERY with all the above fixed runs as well as several trips a 
day with the door to door bus which is open to public transportation. 

This service will extend to and cover the new Mall coming in on Route 7 South.
